REGARDING THE~PRESIDENT'S 


REPLY TO CHINA'S APPEAL 


The conditions are: flb that ample 


assurances be given that the foreign 
ministers are alive; (2) that they be put 
la immediate communication with their 
respective governments; (S) that the 
Chinese government co-operate with the 
f elief column to procure the relief of the 
legations besieged at Pekin; (4) that this 
being done, he will with the consent of 
the powers endeavor to straighten out 
the international difficulties which now 
prevail. 


The belief is not concealed here that 


the chances foreuccessful mediation are 
slight. Mediatloncannot be forced upon 
a party to a cause; it must be acceptable 
to all the parties If the United States 
Is to mediate in 'China's interests she 
must flrst secure the assent of all the 
powers who have suffered in life or 
property at Pekia. The difficulties in 
the way of such an undertaking are 
likely to be many and serious, In view of 
the exhibition of feeding in Europe. 


But it Is said here that the United States 


will cheerfully undertake the task pro- 
vided its conditions are met. If>it does 
not succeed in Inducing the European 
powers to be lenient In their treatment 
of the imperial government of China the 
United States government will not be 
drawn into further hostilities after we 
have taken caje of our own affairs, but 
we will withdraw, taking care, however, 
to let it be understood that this govern- 
ment will not allow its proper interests 
in China to be injured by the action of 
any of the powers that may choose to 
remain obdurate. 


At leaat one of the greatest of the 


powers Is under strong suspicion here 
of acting cold-bloodedly and without re- 
gard to sentiment or anything more 
than the most material of considerations. 
It is believed here that this power is 
quietly taking meaures to drop out of 
the league at Tien Tsin and conduct a 
campaign on its own account against 
Pekin, and it is even suspected that this 
power is already moving troops toward 
the Chinese capital. 


One fact regarded as now beyojjd need 


of further demonstration in view of the 
Chinese appeal is that the Chinese of- 
ficials at the coast ports are actually in 
communication with whatever remains 
of the imperial government at Pekin, 
and the text of Kwang Su's appeal ap- 
pears to establish the fact that the Chi- 
nese government itself is sanctioning 
the resistance to the international ad- 
Vance upon Pekin. 
, 


The state department and the Chi- 


nese legation substantially agree In the 
estimate of six to eight days as the 
time necessary to get a reply to the 
president's answer to the appeal of the 
Chinese government. Acco- aing to the 
best information here urgent messages 
are being transmitted between Pekin 
and Shanghai by a "flying expiass." 
This, according to the Chinese, Is a relay 
system of mounted messengers, similar 
to the old pony service across the plains, 
and is used when the wire communica- 
tion is interrupted.

their readers how Queen Victoria came 
to succeed William IV, say it was be- 
cause she was bis niece. That is tha 
truth, but only half the truth, for Will- 
lam IV had nephews and other nieces. , 
George Ill's first, second, third and 
fourth sons were respectively the Prince 
tf Wales, afterward George IV, who 
died childless in 1830; Frederick, duke 
of York, who died in 1827, also with- ; 
out children; William, duke of Olar- ' 
ence, who died William IV, June 20, 
1837, 
without lawful issue, and Ed- 


ward, duke of Kent and Strathearn 
and earl of Dublin, who died .Jan. 93, 
1820, aged 58, leaving as the sole issue 
of his marrfege with Princess Victoria 
of Leiningen a baby daughter, now 
Queen Victoria, The aqneen succeeded 
William IV not because she was simply 
his niece, but because she was the only 
child of the brother next to him in tbe 
order of succession. 


Had Queen Victoria had a brother 


she would in all probability not have 
been a personage of historical celebrity, 
save iu the contingency of succeeding 
him. 
Her rights were those that de- 


| volved on her from her father. At the 


time she succeeded to tbe throne her 
uncles—tbe Dukes of Cumberland, of 


1 Sussex and Cambridge—were living, 


j younger brothers of her father,, and jnn- 
' ;ior to him in the line of succession in 


the order named. The Duke of Cumber- 
land, who became king of Hanover on 
the death of'William IV, was a man of 
such despotic temper and principles 
that all England cherished the Prin- 
cess Victoria as standing between it 
and bis succession, to the 'throne. He 
had lawful issue, as had the Duke of 
Cambridge. 


The Duke of Sussex, a most estimable 


man, married twice, but these unions 
being repugnant to the provisions of the 
royal marriage aot, his children were 
barred from the line of succession. 
From tho revolution of 1686 rose the 
Jacobite party, made up of those who 
supported the* oaase of Janes II, his 
sons and descendants. The picturesque 
modern Jacobins do 'not recognize 
Queen Victoria, despite tbe fact that 
her success! on* is'One to her Stuart 
blood, for she" is a direct descendant of 
Elizabeth, daughter of James I, to 
whose heirs tbo title to the throne de- 
volved by^tbe aot of settlement on tbe 
death of Anne.—Boston Transcript.

Bnnday at bis home near Malvern Well 
died Charles Cbadbaud. 


With ttea name of Ohadband, thanks 


to Diokens, the reading world is famil- 
iar. It is associated with oiliness, hy- 
pocrisy and self seeking. At the very 
sound of the name the reminiscent grin 
ktarts on all faces. He is a national 
joke. But we pay for. all onr laughter, 
and we have paid for the Ohadband 
jest. I do not mean to say that the un- 
happy accident by whioh Dickens se- 
lected the name of Ohadband for his 
imposfcer was the cause of tbe death of 
Charles Cbadbaud. It was not. He died 
of an ordinary disease—consumption, 
in fact. But that unhappy accident did 
'overshadow the whole of Charles Chad- 
band's life. It did .prevent him from 
taking tbe place and fame to which he 
,was justly entitled. It has prevented 
the general public from reading one sin- 
gle line of bis very excellent works. 


As his literary executor I have had 


no choice but to destroy every line of 
his manuscript, in accordance with his 
orders. Not a single copy has been j 
'taken, and uot one word of his works ' 
that his mends remember may be com- j 
mitted to writing. I do not easily be- 
lieve in the existence of genius, but I 1 
'believe that Charles Chadband had • 
genius. Some, far more competent to 
judge than I am, thought the same. As 
I watched the last sparks die ont in the I 
!big pile of burned paper it seemed a 
ipity that so much work and such won- 
derful gifts should be all wasted for 
such a stupid, ignoble, maddening rea- 
son—because tbe author had inherited 
the name of a character in Diokens.

structions were that it was all to be 
[burned as soon SB possible after hia

In tbe present day the British army 


teems the only one in which dogs aro 
not trained either as spies, messengers 
or to'help tbe wounded. The Germans, 
French,.AitfttiaBB, Buasians and Ital- 
ians have all found them to be worth 
tbe trouble. TUB Germans have devoted 
themselves chiefly to the training of 
dogs for carry ing-messages to and front 
outposts and pickets and the main bodies 
of troops. For this purpose they find 
pointers are the best, but Scotch sheep 
dogs and short haired sporting dogs are* 
much liked, aa are also the clever little 
Pomeranians, which learn very quickly 
and are very strong and swift. In the 
German army the best trainers are the 
men of the Jagor regiments, and a spe- 
cial officer and a special body of men 
are told>on° to look after the dogs. They 
are taught to inarch without frieking 
about, to avoid barking, but, with their 
wonderfully qoiok^ur to warn if stran- 
gers are near,-by pointing or by a low 
growl. They are trained to carry mes- 
sages tip to 3% miles by known roads, 
and beyond that distance to find their 
own way across country. To men in the 
same uniform they are taught to be 
obedient. 


In tbe Russian army a kind of big St. 


Bernard mastiff is used; also wolf and 
sheep dogs. These, equipped with a 
flaak containing brandy or soup and a 
packet of bandages hang round their 
necks, are tangli* to find out the wound- 
ed lying-arnonu'bnstaes or uneven ground 
and to offer them restoratives, standing 
meanwhile with their forefeet planted 
and barking to attract attention. They 
are even harnessed to little handcarts, 
such as we see them use in Belgian 
and German towns, and can drag two 
wounded men. The French, in their 
wars in Tunis and Algiers, have used 
dogs; also tbe Russians in their last 
Turkish war. In Austria they have been 
employed to discover ambuscades. The 
Dutch in Aoheen fonnd them most use- 
ful in preventing solitary sentries in 
thick jungle outposts being surprised by 
stealthy natives. The Italian sentries in 
the Alps are-always accompanied by 
dogs.—United'Service Magazine.

The Method by Which the Insect Emits 


Its Beautiful Light, 


"By what ptooees do fireflies produce 


the beautiful flashes of light?" That is 
a question frequently asked, and as en- 
tomological books fail to give a satis- 
factory replyitiie following explanation 
may be interesting: 


I have made a special study of the 


light, and carefully examined the mech- 
anism of the illuminating segments in 
both male aod?female specimens. The 
light emitted, when tested by the spec- 
troscope, gives a • brilliant spectrum, 
which is continuous through all the 
colors from the' red to'tho violet rays. 
The illuminating organs consist of dis- 
tinct spherical cells, each one of 
which is about 1.2000 of an inch in 
diameter, and tbe beetle has power to 
illuminate one or many of these cells at 
will, producing light of corresponding 
intensity. The cells contain a fluid sat- 
urated with phosphorus, and the cover- 
ng of tbe cell is so thin that atmosphere 
coming in contact with it may affect 
tha contents. 


It lias beeo-Bnggested that the beetle 


produces the flashes of light or renders 
the phosphorus suddenly luminous by 
electricity — by the injection of warm 
fluids— or by friction. But it is certain j j ^ 
that the flash of light is made in an- 
other way. We may clearly trace a con- 
nection between tbe spiracles and 
trachea (spiral air tubes) of the beetle 
and each of the illuminating cells, and 
find that the little creature renders the 
phosphorus contained in the cells lumi- 
nous by forcing air upon them. The cells 
when thus excited emit light from their 
surface. 


We may imitate tbe aot of the beetle 


by dissecting one and placing tbe illumi- 
nating orgaa under a microscope, cov- 
ered by a thin giaes cover. When the 
cover is lifted so as to admit a little air, 
the cells become luminous. 


We may add that the name "firefly" 


is a misnomer, as tbs "lightning bug" 
is a true beetle, belonging in the natural 
order oateoptere, and in the family 
lampyridge. — D. K. Winder in Detroit 
ffree Press. _ __

been full of stories about Edward 
Bobieffelin, one of the discoverers of 
the Tombstone mines, who was found 
dead in a cabin in eastern Oregon. His 
remains, according to hfs wish, now 
rest upon the top of a granite peak two 
miles weat of Tombstone, A. T. He de- 
sired, he si^d, "to be buried in the garb 
of a prospector, my old pick and can- 
teen with me, and a monument such aa 
prospectors build when locating a min- 
ing claim built over my grave and no 
[other monument or slab erected. " 


It seems to be generally felt through- 


put the Pacific coast that this plain, 
[ignorant, kind hearted old pioneer and 
prospector, who had traveled many 
thousands of miles in search of new 
mines, has thus unconsciously made his 
mark upon onr romance and history. 
That lonely granite cairn in the desert, 


upon the extreme point of a tree- 


'lees promontory, will long be pointed 
out as thd grave of one of the most fa- 
jmous of American prospectors. 


Ed Sohi£ffelin's one great strike 


yielded him fully a third of 81,000,000. 
At various times in his adventurous 
career he plodded painstakingly over 
the wildest portions of the Rooky moun- 
tains and Sierras, he visited Alaska, 
Mexico, South America and South 
jAfrica, but never again found such a 
mine. When he died, bis fortune, aii 
one time said to be over $500,000, had 
greatly decreased by reason of bad in- 
vestments aud costly expeditions. 


The story of the finding of Tomb- 


stone, that briefly famous Arizonian 
mining city, has been told in many 
[different wriys, until it is fast becom- 
ing one of the most attractive of Pacific 
coast myths. The simple facts are that 
late in the seventies tbe two Schieffelin 
brothers and Dick Gird were prospect- 
ing, sometimes together, 
sometimes 


separately, in various districts of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. It was a time 
lof terrible Indian outbreaks, and the 
[Apaches were on the warpath, killing 
jlonely miners and prospectors, attack- 
ling tbe stage coaches and Hissing off 
'cattle. Ed Sobieffelin finally wandered 
{into the neighborhood of a disputed 
jclaim, the BIODCO, where eight men 
lhad been>ehot in various attempts to de- 
^ide its ownership, and was hired at $2 
a day to sit-on & hilltop and look out 
,ior Indians, r One day, while' hunting 
jup a stray hotse, the. hitherto unsuccess- 
ful proepector^Bttunbled into what waa 
afterward called Tombstone Gulch and 
found some copper stained rock on what 
became the Tough Nat mine. This he 
sent to Gird for an assay, and soon after 
sent ore from th« Lucky Cuss. When 
.development was begun, a thin vein in 
granite widened, and promised immense 
sriches. The claims were sold for very 
'large sums, and when the Apaches were 
driven out capitalists poured money in- 
to the district. But the mines did not 
justify expectations. Tombstone was 
very far from being a second Oomstock. 
The unlucky Broncho never paid a dol- 
lar. The SghieSelin and Gird claims 
yielded for a time but soon ran out, 
and the camp sank into decay.

JUVOTUJEK CONGER MESSAGE 


The mystery of Pekin is still as 


'fleep as ever despite all the Chinese 
assurance, the flood of despatches de- 
claring the ministers are safe and the 
Conger telegram, believed to be a re- 
sponse to a message by Secretary Hay. 
With the exception of the United 
States state department no credence is 
given in all the civilized world to the 
Chinese statements. We print today an 
alleged Conger message of date of 
July 4 which does not give grounds 
for hope. It is identical la character 
with the message of Sir Claude Mc- 
Donald of the same date, which we 
published 
yesterday. This message 


completes two striking parallels and 
helps to throw doubt on all quieting in- 
telligence that has been sent out re- 
garding Pekin. When the Conger mes- 
sage, supposed to be of date, the 18th, 
was received, London, pointed out it 
•was identical with the Sir Robert Hart 
message gotten through by runner 
weeks before. The opinion of London 
was that the Conger message was no 
later than Sir Robert's, and that it had 
been delayed by the Chinese and was 
sent out in reply to Secretary Hay as 
a pure deception. The Conger message 
reported today Is of even date with 
Sir Claude McDonald's and is identical 
in the information it conveys. Thus, 
the only authentic messages, Brit- 
ish and American, support each other 
and represent the situation as one of 
extreme peril up to July 4 when the 
only Pekin government was a govern- 
ment by Chinese troops and they bent 
on massacring all the foreigners in 
the capital. And the last word of the 
messages is, immediate relief or not at 
all. 


This In the face of the Chinese gov- 


ernment sending out its own messages 
from 
Pekin at will is enough to 


awaken the darkest suspicions and to 
incline 
us to the belief 
that the 


stories of the massacre were not un- 
founded. 


The situation is becoming intensely 


(dramatic. A word from China ' that 
could b"e. believed would be a world's 
Xo-oder today.

In 1896 Bryan carried Kansas, with 10

12.263 in 1896, and its present condition ' 
of prosperity may be set down as as- 
suring it to McKlnley this year. In 1896 
South Dakota, with 4 electoral votes, 
was carried by Bryanlsm, but only by 
the bare plurality of 183, and subse- 
quent elections seem to indicate that 
it is now safely republican. 


All of the Pacific states—California, 


Oregon, Washington and Wyoming- 
are sure to go for gold and expansion 
next November. In 1806, President Mc- 
Kinley carried California by less than 
3,000 plurality, but in 1898 the republi- 
can governor was elected by a plural- 
ity of 19,093. McKinley's plurality in 
Oregon in 1896 
was only a little over 


2,000, but in 1898 that of the republican 
governor was 10,551. Bryan, carried 
Washington in 1896 by 13,493, but it 
went republican in 1898 by 8,113. In 


1896 Bryan carried Wyoming by 583, 
but it went for the republican governor, 
by 1,394 in 189S. A.11 these Pacific states 
may be set down assuredly for Mc- 
Klnley next November. 


Giving Bryan the 177 electoral votes 


we have named, where 19 ha going to 
get the 47 more necessary to his elec- 
tion? He has no hope in the east. His 
only hope is in getting them from the 
middle west—from Illinois, 24, Indiana, 
15, Michigan, 14, Minnesota, 6, Ohio, 23, 
and Wisconsin, 12. The Bryamte theory 
is that the humbug of "imperialism" 
will draw off enough G-erman votes 
from McKinley to enable him to get. 
from those states the additional votes 
he needs. In 1896 he had no less hope, 
and fear of the result in these states 
prevailed generally. But how did the 
election turn out? McKinley and gold 
carried them all by these grea^ plural- 
ities:

Those returns, certainly do not offer 


any comfort for Bryan. Nor was there 
any encouragement in the elections of 
1898 
when the 
republicans earned. 


Illinois by 43,450, Indiana by 17,518, 
Michigan by 75,097, Ohio by 49,023 and 
Wisconsin by 37,784. Minnesota it is 
true, was carried by Lind, the Scan- 
dinavian fushion candidate for gover- 


nor, by 20,184, but that result indicated 
no change of sentiment so far as con- \ 
cerns national politics, for the entire 
congress delegation elected was re- 
publican and in all except one instance 
by large majorities. In Ohio, it is true, 
there was m 1898 a vote of 106,721 for 
the eccentric Jones', so that the repub- 
lican candidate for governor received 
57,698 less than the aggregate demo- 
cratic and Jones vote, but of the con- 
gress delegation of 21 elected, 15 were 
republican. 


It will be seen, therefore, that the 


grounds for Bryan's 
hopes in those 


states do not seem to have any Justi- 
fication; but his entertaining them in- 
dicates that it is in the middle west 
that his most energetic efforts are to 
be expended. Nor need !t be doubted 
that this Bryanite effort will be met 
by corrsponding energy on the part of 
the political forces arrayed for the 
maintenance of the gold standard; anS, 
as we have shown, the results in. 1896 
and in 1898 are all in their favor and 
strongly. 


Moreover, the reports of expressions 


from gold democrats in the west prove 
that they are as unalterably opposed 
to Bryan as are their democratic sympa- 
thizers in the east. The only Bryanite 
hope is in humbugging the western 
Grmans with the cry of "imperialism;" 
but, as yet, there is no indication that 
they have lost their common sense.

Railroads BIn«t Be Built Before 


Troop* Can Reach tbe Capital. 


James Roche, an English member of 


parliament and an extensive traveler 
In China, said recently to a New York 
World correspondent at Washington: 


"I place no credence in the authen- 


ticity of the message purporting to 
have been sent by Minister Conger. 
Tbe cablegram may be a message writ- 
ten some time ago by your representa- 
tive and now resurrected to serve the 
purpose of the wily Chinese. I have 
been in China twice, the first time in 
1892 and again Jn 1S94, representing 
officially the Jiondon board of trade. 


"The present difficulties are due to 


the missionaries and the concession 
hunters. The missionaries are an in- 
vidious class who provoke dissensions 
among their proselytes and the pagan 
Chinese. The Catholic sifters are to be 
excepted from this charge. Their en- 
ergies are directed toward the further- 
ance of sanitary conditions among the 
natives lather than to converting them 
to Christianity. They teach the Chi- 
nese the value of cleanliness in their 
persons and in the community. 


"The road from Tien-tsin to Peking 


Is DOW beset with difficulties. There Is 
no highway to the Imperial city, and 
the rivers have swollen and flooded 
the country. 
The railroads have all 


been torn up, and their repair affords 
the only possible means of reaching 
the capital. The river is unavailable 
for travel. It winds In and out, and in 
a distance of 80 miles the Intricacies of 
Its course are so many that fully 180 
miles would be traveled in following 
the stream. Advance from Tien-tsin 
to Peking could not be accomplished 
under ten days from the start of 
troops." 


TROOPS FOR CHINA. 


I/aree Force to Be Seat by tbe Pow- 


ers. 


The semiofficial Militiar Wochen- 


blatt of Berlin asserts from alleged au- 
thentic figures that the number of al- 
lied troops now in China ,Is 43,000. Of 
these, however, 2,000 Russians are lo- 
cated In Liao-tung 
peninsula and 


Kwangtung province and 1,600 Ger- 
mans, with 16 field guns, 12 heavy 
guns and sir marine guns, at Klac- 
chou. Now on the way from Germany, 
France and England there are about 
15,000 men, and the first part of a Jap- 
anese division is also en route. 


Arrangements have been made for 


the departure of 57,000, with 144 guns, 
and altogether there will be from pres- 
ent arrangements In China by Septem- 
Jber 1G.OOO Germans, 12,000 English, 65,- 
000 French, 50,000 Russians, 21,000 
Japanese, 7,000 Americans, 2,000 Ital- 
ians and 170 Austrlans, together with 
S31 guns and 3C machine guns. 


General von Boguslawsky, a high 


military authority, whom a correspond- 
ent questioned regarding tbe foregoing 
estimate, said it was quite possible 
that this force of 173,000 men would 
prove insufficient to bring China down, 
but that in such an event every power 
would increase its contingent "If the 
whole of China should rise," he contin- 
ued, "it might prove to be a question 
of unparalleled military 
magnitude, 


but even then the powers by skillfully 
using their fleets and troops In the har- 
bors and harbor cities could dictate 
peace on their own terms."

PURE WATER FOR ARMY, 


Expensive DI»tUHnir Plant* to Be 


Seat to China. 


The quartermaster's department at 


Washington has made a requisition for 
Eomething over $14,000 for apparatus 
to supply the troops of the Chinese ex- 
pedition with pure drinking water. 
The department already has placed or- 
ders for sterilizers and distilling plants 
which will furnish an aggregate of 82,- 
600 gallons of pure water a day. 


The sterilizing plants will make 25,- 


000 gallons of water per day. 
Will be used Inland, where 
and suspicious well water is encounter- 
ed. The distilling plants will furnish 
7,400 gajlons a day and can be used at 
need on the seacoast, where salt wa- 
ter will be rendered fit for drinking. 
This Is the most expensive water puri- 
fying plant tbe United States ever has 
attempted to send with an army In the 
field. It is thought that with the addi- 
tion of boiling water on the portable 
cooking ranges this will furnish an 
adequate supply for the whole army. 


Hoonler Land For Bocm, 


The owners of land in the Kankakee 


regions in Indiana have taken the pre- 
liminary steps toward settling a colony 
of Boers on the thousands of acres of 
reclaimed swamp which stretch across 
seven or eight counties iu northern 
Indiana, says a Laporte dispatch to 
tbe New York World.

This 
was done by the application of a heated 
surface to the panel, though George 
Ebera believes that in Egypt the heat 
of the sun was probably all that waa 
needed to complete the artist's work.

in Local Hospital Today

CAR HORSES HARD*TO GET.i 


The Demand Is Now So Small That the 


Trade Neglects Them. 


One of the most curious effects of tha 


general replacing of horses by electrici- 
ty and cable traction for drawing street 
cars is being experienced by one of the 
extensive oar lines in this city which 
still uses horses. One would suppose 
that, since the only lines in the whole 
country which continue to use horses 
now form bnt a very small percentage 
of those which used them five years 
ago, these lines would have a much 
wider range of choice and could get 
horses of a grade superior to the gen- 
eral run of those which used to be 
offered to therfi. Remarkable as it may 
seem, this is the exact opposite of the 
truth. 


The New York city line referred to 


runs in direct competition with the 
cable lines of the uppar west side, and 
its managers, who recently purchased 
it, determined as soon as- they came in- 
to possession to p^ace npon it a superior 
lot of horses, and in this way improve 
its running until mechanical propulsion 
could be introduced. Orders were sent 
out to buy the neefled horses. Much to 
the surprise of the managers, it was 
discovered that there were almost no 
street car horses of any kind to be 
bought. 


The explanation of this situation lies 


in the fact that since the demand for 
street oar horses almost ceased the trade 
machinery by which they were gathered 
has fallen into disuse. A few years ago 
the street oar horses were one of the 
most important features of the horse 
market They were animals of a stand- 
ard grade and of almost stable price, 
and every part of the country contributed 
its quota. Tho street car horse had to 
be big and able and sound of limb and 
wind, but it might be of any age. Few 
lasted long enough in the service to 
make the question of a" few years more 
or less of any consequence. The demand 
was constant, and the price never varied 
in New York more than from about 
f 125 to $150 each. Dealers could always 
count upon getting this price and get- 
ting it promptly, and as a consequence 
every horse which would answer the 
purpose was a safe investment at a lit- 
tle smaller price, and a clean profit of 
§10 a horse was regarded as a fair mar- 
gin in handling them. 


Horses of all sorts, which lacked the 


qualities of speed, beauty or youth, but 
possessed the other requirements, were 
quickly sorted out from the markets of 
the whole country, and every big dealer 
was always able to gather droves of car 
horses' as fast as the companies needed 
them. The trolley has superseded the 
'oar horses, and car horses are no longer 
quoted as staples in the market. The 
companies which still use them are 
obliged to go out and search the marts 
and buy them one by one instead of 
simply sending out an order for-100 or 
200 or 500 and getting them as readily 
as they would so many loads of hay or 
grain.—New York Sun.

After years of effort and constant 


vigilance the 
general land 
office, 


through its field officers, has taken up 
and successfully stamped out, to a 
great degree, the depredators which 
worked such devastation in the great 
forest areas of the west By strict reg- 
ulations the human depredator was sup- 
pressed, if not exterminated, and by an 
adequate force of forest officials the 
fire depredator has been held In check, 
and damage wrought by this element 
has been reduced to the minimum. 


But now comes a new depredator, 


which bos just been called to the at- 
tention of the land office, says the 
Washington correspondent of the St. 
Paul Pioneer Press. 'It is the Insect 
or worm that is making great In- 
roads Into the forests of South Dakota 
and laying waste great areas of valu- 
able timber. This worm is a new ar- 
rival, and little is known of him. The 
first time the officials in Washington 
were informed of his presence and hi3 
deadly operations was but a few weeks 
ago, 
and since then they have been 


studying his anatomy and his ways, 
in the hopes of at least giving him a 
name and a classification. 


At the present time there are at 


least two townships in the Spearfish 
river district of the Black Hills forest 
reserve which have been visited by 
this pest, and fully 50 per cent of the 
trees over that area have been killed 
and a half of those remaining have 
been infected and will die. Foresters 
in that region have become greatly 
alarmed at the deadly work of the un- 
known depredator. They say be began 
his operations west and southwest of 
Deadwood and is now moving in a 
southeasterly direction, with no signs 
of stopping, and it is feared that If the 
advance cannot be checked in some 
way a great part of one of the finest 
pine forests will be destroyed. 


From what little Information is ob- 


tainable it is supposed that this worm 
grows from an egg deposited by some 
species of dark beetle. The egg is de- 
posited under the bark and there 
hatches. The resulting worm is a com- 
mon white worm, sometimes an inch or 
an inch and a quarter in length, white 
throughout, except its head, a bright 
shiny brown. He seems to possess 
marvelous vitality, as shown by a sam- 
ple which was sent, to Washington. 
Commissioner Hermann of the general 
land office now has on his desk a 
vial, tightly corked, containing one of 
the larger worms. 
This worm was 


placed In the bottle and corked up 
nearly two months ago and since then 
has had neither air nor nourishment, 
except possibly such air as would leak 
through an ordinary ,cork, and today 
the worm is alive a~hd more active than 
when he first reached Washington. 


Samples of pine from the Spearfish 


district were submitted with the worm 
to show the effect of his bite. It seems 
that when he attains the requisite 
strength he sets out to bore around the 
tree, under tho bark, apparently living 
on the sap. It is his bite that is fatal, 
for wherever he eats.hls way he leaves 
a trail behind, which soon discolors 
the wood, the discoloration working 
clear to the heart of the tree. Wood 
which is normally white turns a steel 
gray and loses all Its sap and strength. 
It is at once rendered unmerchantable 
by discoloration and loss of strength. 
One worm in time will kill a tree, but 
it is generally found that each dead 
tree has its arisy of little white pests. 


Another remarkable feature connect- 


ed with this depredator is that he may 
infest a tree and poison it completely, 
and yet his presence will not be known 
for months. He is only detected by 
borings through the bark, which occur 
at frequent intervals, and these are 
eeen only on close inspection. 
Out- 


wardly the tree remains unchanged 
for a long time, the first sign of de- 
struction being the discoloration of the 
foliage, which gradually assumes a 
faded brown appearance, not easily 
detected at first, but yet peculiarly dis- 
tinctive, inasmuch at It is not the same 
fading that accompanies the natural 
death of the tree. After the foliage 
has deadened, the tree stands, weak 
and tottering, until a wind strikes it, 
and then, from sheer lack of strength, 
it topples over. The poisoned pine 
cannot withstand even a light wind, so 
much has Its strength been impaired. 


Commissioner Hermann, In speaking 


Bf this terrible depredator, said: "That 
worm, whatever it may be, is one of 
the most dangerous destroyers of for- 
ests that have ever come to the atten- 
tion of this orBce. Our knowledge of 
him is decidedly meager, but every ef- 
fort is being made to learn more. 
Samples of the bug and his workings 
have been sent to the experts at the ag- 
ricultural deportrnentin hopes that they 
may be able to define the insect and 
give us some remedy foj^his poisonous 
bite. Until we have th"at Information 
we scarcely know how to act. At this 
time this pest has gained such a foot- 
hold In the South Dakota forests that 
ft will be a difficult matter to head' 
him oft. It looks as if the Infected' 
sections of the forest would have to 
be burned In order to exterminate sot! 
only the worms, but the beetles asi 
well, but that Is an enormous under-1 
taking, and could not be accomplished! 
before the ck>se of the next sum- 
mer season. 
However, the damage) 


wrought is so great that heroic meas- 
ures will have to be adonted."

Just had occasion to test the efficacy 
of the serum on & rare specimen of 
Dutch spitz dog, says a Port Jervis 
(N, Y.) dispatch to the New York Suu. 
The spitz was bitten by a rattler, and 
In a few minutes its leg was gneatly 
swollen, large blisters appearing, and 
the dog was soon In a complete state 
of prostration. 


All who saw the dog thcftight it 


would die. Dr. DePlasse saved the 
dog's life by injecting ten centimeters 
of the serum under tlie skin between 
the shoulders. 
Two hours later the 


dog gave signs of great relief, drank 
milk and is now fully recovered. Dr. 
DePlasse is of the opinion that the 
serum would be of great value to Pike 
county farmers in saving the lives of 
cattle, sheep and horses from snake 
bites, which are frequent

Brown Sugar Cap't B« Bought. 


"The old fashioned molasses is rapid- 


ly disappearing as an article of com- 
merce," eaid n prominent grocer, "and 
in its place have come a number of 
titaps which arc more costly and by 
no means as satisfactory, especially to 
the little ones, who delight, as we did 
when we were young, in having "lasses 
on their bread. Most of the molasses 
goes into the distilleries, where it is 
made into mm, for which, notwith- 
standing the efforts of our temperance 
workers, the demand is constantly on 
the increase, especially in the New 
England fltutes and for the export trade. 
The regular drinker of rum will take no 
other liqnor in its place if he can help 
It. It seems to reach the spot more di- 
rectly than any other dram. 


"The darker brown sugars have also 


disappeared, and tbe^r are not likely to 
return, owing to the methods of boiling 
and the manufacture. Granulated sugar 
is of the some composition, aa far as 
saccharine qualities arc concerned, as 
loaf, out loaf cube and crushed and 
differs from them only in that its crys- 
tals do not cohere. This is because it is 
constantly stirred during the process of 
crystallization. The lighter brown sug- 
ars taste sweeter than tho white, fof 
the reason that there is some molasses 
•n them. Housekeepers have difficulty 
these days in finding coarse, dark sug- 
ars, which are always preferred for use 
In putting up sweet pickles, making 
cakes and similar uses. As they cannot 
get brown sugar any more, it may be 
well for them to remember that they 
can simulate brown sugar by adding a 
teaspoonful of molasses to each quarter 
of a pound of the white granulated sug- 
ar. This combination does as well in 
all household rsoipes that call for 
brown sugar as the article itself, and 
besides it saves them a great deal of 
hunting for brown sugar, which, as 
said before, has disappeared from the 
market." — Eastport Sentinel.

tournament, "but folks nowadays don't 
do no shootin like they did a few years 
ago. There was Dan Hardin now, who 
run a sheep ranch in west Texas in 
1881; he could shoot." 


"Pretty good shot, was ha?" asked 


the boys, to draw the old xnan out. 


"Well, he was a good, fair shot for 


them times and locality. A Colt's 45 
was Dan's favorite. He run about 6,000 
sheep and a good many cattle und 
horses. The ranchers ail marked the 
ears of their stock, each man in a dif- 
ferent way, to distinguish their proper- 
ty. Dan's mark was a hole in the left 
ear and an nnderbit in the right, and 
he never allowed a knife to be used on 
his ranch. He marked every animal 
himself with his BIX shooter, and ha 
never made a mistake. It was a sight 
to see him gallopin across the prairie 
on his mustang after a hunch of lumbs 
or a round up of spring calves, a-plaoin 
his marks with his 45 and never vaxyin 
a sixteenth of an inch from where they 
belonged. Dan marked more mavericks 
than anybody else in the country put 
together. 


' 'From praotioin so much Don got to 


be a first rate shot. He used to ride 
along in his pasture and put his mark 
on the coyotes and jack rabbits just to 
keep his hand in. It got so that nine 
times out of ten when a man killed a 
deer with his Winchester he would find 
a hole in its left and an underbit in its 
right ear, arijf he'd always send Dan 
over a quarter of venison when he got 
It home. I seen Dan win a bet of |50 
one day from a tenderfoot. We was 
ridin along the road and we seen the 
ground a-humpin up where a mole was 
shovin along out of sight under the 
earth. Dan made his proposition, the 
tenderfoot took him up, and Dan's old 
45 went off a couple of times. We dug 
the mole up, and there was the marks 
in his «ars right -where they belonged. 
After awhile I don't think there was a 
living thing on Dan's ranch except his 
wife's that didn't have bis mark in ita 
ears. 


' 'This habit of Dan's got him out of 


a pretty bad scrape one time. Along 
about 1888, when free range commenced 
gettin scarce, the fence cutters got to 
cnttin the wire fences around the pas- 
tures and give the sheep men lots of 
trouble. Dan's had been out half a 
dozen times, and he was mad. One day 
he rode out without his gun and saw a 
low down rustler named Tompkins 
slioin his wires like fiddlestrings with 
a pair of nippers. Tompkins got on hie 
horse and let out, and Dan rode back to 
his ranch and got hie gun. He struck 
out on Tompkins' trail and overhauled 
him about sundown in the little town 
that was the county seat. Dan shot him 
quietly and was about'to get a cup of 
conee snd start back hoine •when ha 
was surprised by the sheriffs arrestin 
him. 
You see, that was about the time 


the law and order gang got to raisin 
Cain in the west and tryin to set down 
on promiscuous shootjn and personal 
liberty. Theyj scared up a judge and a 
' jury somewere and held a kind of court 
right away to try Dan. Tompkins had 
a lot of friends in town, among the hoss 
thieves and free grassers, and they 
come in by the dozen and swore that 
Tompkins hadn't been out of town for 
a week, and that Dan's story about nis 
cuttiu the fence didn't go. Dan had no 
witnesses, and it began to look kind of 
funny for him. They had Tompkins 
laid out on a table in the courtroom. 


"Directly Dan went over and looked 


pretty sharp at Tompkine, and then he 
aaked one of tlio deputies to go out to a 
little jewelry store across the street and 
bring a magnifying glass. The deputy 
went and got it, and Dan handed it to 
the judge and asked him to step down 
and look at something a minute. There 
was a mosquito with his bill fast in 
Tompkins' ear, and Dan asked the judge 
to take a good look at it with the glass. 
The judge did so, and blest if that mos- 
quito didn't have a bole in its left and 
an nnderbit in its right ear, as shore as 
I'm sitting 
here. 
Everybody knew 


Dan's mark, and the court was con- 
vinced that Tom'pkius must have been 
prowlin round his ranch. It was what 
you would call good circumstantial evi- 
dence, and ten minutes afterward Dan 
was on his way home."

45 glass balls out of a possible 50 sug- 
gested that sprue lemonade be banded 
around at his expense. — Washington 
Star.

William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., after a 


period of rest, created another sensa- 
tion with his French automobile the 
other day by speeding It from Newport 
to Boston and batck in four hours' run- 
ning time, says the New York Jour- 
nal, There was no race for the 70 
footers, and he must have a litle ex- 
citement, so the black flier was set to 
work upon a 150 mile record breaking 
run. 


Hie speed within the city, while It 


exceeded the limit fixed after the peo- 
ple had become so agitated over his 
doings about the streets, waa not ter- 
rific, but once on the country roads he 
flew over the ground, where the speed1 


Is limited to ten miles an hour, and was 
soon over the Massachusetts line. 


When once In Massachusetts and' 


beyond the limits of Fall Biver, he 
found good roads for speeding, and he 
sped. On he went straight to Boston, 
which the railroad people call 69 miles 
away, levying a streak of dust behind 
him. It is 75 miles to Boston by the 
route be took. The youthful million- 
aire remained In Boston just an hour. 
He got there at 8:30 a. m., having left 
Newport at a little after 6. The time 
occupied In making the trip was 2 
bom's and 18 minutes. 


With Mr. Vanderbilt was an assist- 


ant, a Frenchman. Mr. Vanderbilt, 
however, ran the machine himself. 
When the auto struck into the smooth, 
hard roadbed of Bine Hill avenue at 
Milton, Mr. Vandejfbilt put on a little 
spurt, and it is stated that he spun 
along for some distance at the rate of 
65 miles an hour. 


Mr. Vundferbilt said in Boston that 


he had not made much of a run from 
Newport. "It was a little bit slow," 
said Mr. Vauderbilt "I can do it hi 
two hours without much trouble." 


The machine was put up at the com- 


pany's depot in Boston. It was washed 
up and looked over and a new pair of 
French tires was given to Mr. Vander- 
bilt to take back to Newport with him. 


On the run back to Newport Mr. Van-

Work on the new Henry F. Barrett 


hotel in Adams, 
of which frequent 


mention has been made in the Adams 
news of the Transcript, 
began in 


earnest this week, and the excavation 
for the new building is now under way. 
Work on It will be pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible, so that it will be 
'closed in by cold weather, allowing1 the 
hotel to be finished for occupancy as 
early as possible. 


The plans for the 
building were 


drawn by Lapointe and Bond of this 
city and New Yoric, and as they will 
provide Adams with a modern hotel of 
which the town may be proud, a more 
detailed description of them will be of 
interest. 


The new house will be directly op- 


posite the Boston & Albany station, at 
the corner of Pleasant and Spring 
streets. On the pleasant street side the 
house will be set bask several feet 
£rcaa the present sidewalk, allowing a 
walk in front nearly twice the width 
of the present walk. It will have a 
frontage of 75 feet on Pleasant street, 
and the Spring street side will be 104 
feet in length. 


The house will be of three stories 


with a basement, and will be of red 
brick, with White points, tfrimmed with 
stone. The design is ^m^le, but will 
make a handsome looking building 
The estimated cost of the building ex- 
clusive 
of the land will 
be 
about 


140,000. 


The office wjll be on the first floor, 


occupying the cosmer of the building, 


I with an ent-ra»Bte at the corner, which 


will be rounflgii. The office wHl be 30 
by 40 feet Jn 8ijte ao6 Will be flhiehed 
in quartered oatt. The clerk's desk will 
face Spring steset Tftroufh an arch- 
way the rtaiBng and writing room 14 
by 18 feet In size will opdn from the 
office, with'the toilet roia&s opening 
near by.
